REPORT. 


To  tlie  Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Scliools 

of  tlie  First  Scliool  District  of  Pennsylvania.

Tlie  Committee  appointed  at  the  stated  meeting  held  October 
9th,  1854,  to  prepare  the  usual  annual  estimate  of  the  sum  re¬ 
quired  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  commencing  January  1st, 
and  ending  December  81st,  1855, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT, 

That  the  several  sectional  Boards  and  Committees  of  the  High 
and  Normal  Schools  respectively,  have  furnished  estimates  (agree¬ 
ably  to  the  circular  of  your  committee)  of  the  amount  required 
for  the  support  of  the  several  schools  -within  the  District,  and 
also  of  the  sums  required  for  the  erection  of  New  Buildings. 
The  statement  marked  A,  herewith  submitted,  exhibits  in  detail 
these  reports,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  Seven 
hundred  and  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  five  dollars, 
($704,645.) 

After  a  very  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  with  refer¬ 
ence  as  well  to  the  amount  to  be  levied  by  taxation,  as  to  the 
absolute  wants  of  the  several  sections  for  school  purposes, 
the  Committee  have  agreed  to  propose  the  sum  of  Six  hundred 
and  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars,  ($608,656)

as  the  amount  required  for  the  support  of  the  Schools  in  the 
First  School  District  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Deducting  from  this  sum  the  annual  appropriation  of  the 
Commonwealth,  estimated  at  Thirty  thousand  dollars,  it  will 
leave  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  thousand  six 
hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars,  ($578,656)  as  the  amount  re¬ 
quired  to  be  supplied  by  the  County  for  the  support  of  the 
Schools  of  the  First  School  District  for  the  period  referred  to. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  be  informed  that  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and  seven¬ 
ty-eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars,  ($578,656)  in 
addition  to  whatever  balance  of  School  Fund  may  be  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  current  school  year,  and  in  addition  also  to 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State,  will  be  required  to  de¬ 
fray  the  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  during  the  ensuing  year.
